Stevens was’ assaulted and 
knocked down by a crowd which 
he wastrying to disperse, Six of 
the-crowd: were arrested and, on 
arrival at the Station, many of 
‘those following forced their way 
into the Charge ‘Room. Orders 
‘were given to drive them out, and 
‘in the confusion the men charged 
with the assault escaped. The 
crowd’ was with difficulty forced 
out of the Station compound and’ 
tetreated slowly castwards along 
Nanking Road, the police mean- 
while urging them to dis- 
perss. quietly. | When - oppo- 
aite Wing’ On’s store they halted 
‘and adopted a.threate:ing attitude, 
and several of them assaulted P. 
‘C.’s White and Cole, the latter 
being knocked down while some 
of the crowd’ attempted ¢ 


Their nuniber increased on the 
side streets and one of the largest 
afoups appeared near the jotersec- 
tion of. Hoopeh, Chekiang “and 
Nanking Roads." A--fire engine. 
had been,- placed on the south- 
eastern cerner with: a view to 
general protection. This enraged 
the,mob and they began _ to 
taunt the “firemen, who are 
mostly Chinese.

MYSTERY OF SATURN'S 
TENTH SATELLITE. © 


in ae seme > Os 

The. planet Saturn. has 
mysterious - moon which 
engaged the attention of many. 

The moon js called Themis, and 
is» officially known as the tenth 
satellite. For»20 years. or more 
controversy has debated whether it 
really’ exists. 

The late Professor Barnard, who 

was one of the most skilled of 
American observers, could’. rot 
find Themis with the 40-4ach tele- 
scope at Yerkes. 
' The. satellite: i$ described in 
scientific sources of Information as 
a body of the 17th magnitude 
(which is exceedingly faint) and as 
being placed“ at a distance from 
Saturn of over 900,000 miles. 

Many astronomers believe the 
object to have been merely a 
spurious effect of the photographic

| preted: as the imageof a satellite.
